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GRANDJURY ON ELECTION LAW. 


The October grandjury found it difficult to obtain proof of 
crimes against the ba'lot, but the value of the report lies in the 
fact that the weak points in the election law are plainly de- 
scribed. 

The grandjury finds that nearly all the illegal registration is 
done at the city hall and recommends a return to the precinct 
registration exclusively. 

It is further recommended that registration books close at least 
$0 days before election, and printed lists of registered voters be 
posted in the precincts at least 20 days before election. 

Finally, the circuit judges should be made arbitrators of the 
fegistration lists and shou!d approve the judges and clerks of 
@lection selected by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

The weaknesses of the present law have already been pointed 
out by the Post-D'spatch, whose recommendations are approved 
and emphasized by the grandjury. 

Amendments embodying these recommendations should be passed 
by the legislature at the approaching session. It is hoped there 
ie enough public interest in the subject to insure a strong and 
influential volce from St. Louis which the legislature must heed.
